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The Universal Significance 
” Christmas 


The Birth of Christ must be a personal experience 
te each individual regardless of Creed. 


Accorpinc to the Bible and the 
Christian tradition, at twelve o'clock 
midnight, on the 24th of December, 1952 
years ago, Jesus was born in Bethlehem 
of Judea, the Messiah, the Christos, the 
Savior of the world. In commemoration 
of this event, a special religious ceremony 
is celebrated on that night throughout the 
world among the peoples of the Christian 
Faith, 

The Biblical story is an allegory veiling 
a great Cosmic Truth, as all other Cosmic 
Truths were veiled from the profane in 
suitable allegories by the ancient hiero- 
phants. Only the Initiates to the ancient 
Mysteries knew the inner meaning of the 
religious rituals which were enacted at 
certain times of the year in the temples. 
Because the consciousness of the masses 
was not yet able to understand the esoteric 
meaning of these rituals, the priests had 
to use exoteric tangible forms, symbols 
and allegorical stories in order to impress 
on the minds of the people certain Cos- 
mic Truths upon the observance of 
which the peace and the well-being of 
society were based. 

The date of the religious ceremony of 
Christmas is as old as the world itself. 
This religious ceremony was celebrated in 
all civilized ancient nations of the world 
in their temples many thousands of years 
before the birth of Jesus in Palestine. 

The Churches through the centuries 
gave and are still giving a literal interpre4 
tation to this great Cosmic event of the 
birth of the Cosmic Christos, who through 
his Life Force sustains the Universe. 
The same religious ceremony and ritual, 
which are celebrated on the night of the 
24th of December in all Churche® of 
Christendom, were celebrated with more 
understanding in the temples of ancient 
Greece, Crete, Egypt, Persia and India. 
Although the names of the deities were 
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different, however, the substance and the 
Truth of this Cosmic Law, veiled in the 
allegory of the ritual, are the same, then 
and now. 

The Universe is sustained by the 
Breath of God, the Holy Spirit. The Cre- 
ator breathes out and creation is on its 
way. When He breathes in, creation 
comes back to the Source where it came 
from, and the Night of God _ prevails. 
This Cosmic law applies to all things and 
to all beings on all planes of the Uni- 
verse. 

Man also breathes in and out and thus 
his life is sustained. He goes to sleep for 
a certain period of time, when his life 
activity apparently comes to an end—it 
disappears temporarily. In the morning 
on his awakening, his soul activity comes 
forth again and he reappears to active 
life. 

The same law governs Earth. The 
Cosmic Divine Life Force which per- 
meates all and is responsible for all liv- 
ing things and beings, at a certain period 
of time in the year, retires into the earth 
for rest. It disappears from the face of 
the earth, when all vegetation comes to a 
standstill. At a certain other time of the 
year, this Divine Life Force within the 
earth comes forth again and manifests 
in the magnificent growth of plants and 
the rejuvenation of Nature. 

In ancient times this natural pheno- 
menon and law were symbolized in the 
myth of the birth of the Sun-God. This 
event is related to the four seasons of the 
year. The summer and winter solstices 
are on the 21st of June and the 23rd 
of December respectively, and the two 
equinoxes are respectively on the 21st of 
March and the 23rd of September. 

From the 23rd of September to the 
23rd af December the night becomes 
longer and the darkness seems to try to 
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engulf the earth and bring death to all 
life, if it is left to continue unchecked. 
The crisis between darkness and light is 
reached on the 23rd of December. On the 
24th at midnight the darkness is checked 
and it starts to recede and the light be- 
gins to win. The day starts to grow 
longer. This Cosriic phenomenon and 
natural law in ancient times, in all lands 
and in all civilizations, were celebrated as 
the birth of the Sun-God, the Savior of 
Mankind. 

In Egypt, the name of this Sun-God 
was Adoni. In Greece his name was Ad- 
onis, and he was born at midnight on the 
24th of December each year. The same 


religious ceremony was performed in both | 


countries and in their respective temples’ 
.and according to their national conscious- 
ness’‘and customs. Adoni, comes from the 
Egyptian Adon, which means the Lord. 

Adonai, the Sun God, from the Egyp- 
tians, became one of the sacred names 
of Jehovah. The ceremony in honor of 
this Sun-God was performed on the 24th 
of December in Palestine each year. 
Jerome tells us that “Bethlehem, the tra- 
ditional birth place of the Lord, was 
shaded by a grove of that still older 
Syrian Lord Adonis, and that where the 
infant Jesus has wept, Adonis was be- 
wailed.” The effigy of a wild boar is said 
to have been set over one of the gates of 
Jerusalem in honor of Adonis and his 
rites were celebrated in the grotto of the 
Nativity at Bethlehem. Adonis repre- 
sented the solar energy which in the 
winter months was destroyed by the evil 
principle of cold—the Boar. 

In Phrygia a Savior Sun-God known 
as Attis, synonymous with Adonis, was 
born at midnight of the 24th of Decem- 
ber each year out of a myrrh tree. Myrrh, 
the symbol of death, due to its connection 
with the process of embalming, thus re- 
ceived immortality. This is the reason 
why myrrh was one of the three gifts 
brought to the manger of Jesus by the 
Magi. Attis was gored to death by a boar, 
the winter cold. He died under a Pine 
Tree. His body was taken to a cave by 
the Great Mother Cybele. He arose from 
the dead on the 25th of March. To the 
rites of Attis or Adonis the modern 
world is indebted for the symbolism of 
the Christmas tree. Attis imparted immor- 
tality to the tree beneath which he died. 
He remains in the tomb for three days, 
the three winter months, and he rose from 
the dead upon a date corresponding to the 


Eastern Morn, By his resurrection he 
overcame death for all those who were 
initiated into His mysteries. 

In the Phrygian mysteries every year 
a pine tree was cut down, in the inside 
of which the image of a youth was tied. 

In Egypt in the mysteries of Isis and 
Osiris, the trunk of a pine tree was cut. 
The middle of the trunk was nicely hol- 
lowed out, the image of Osiris was made 
from those hollowed pieces and it was 
buried with sacred rites. 

In the Greek mysteries of Proserpine 
a myrrh tree was cut and it was put to- 
gether into the effigy of the Virgin Mother 
Demeter. It had been carried within the 
city and was mourned for forty nights 
and on the 40th night it was burned. 

In the Greek Eleusinian Mysteries, 
Dionysos, the son of Zeus and Semele, 
was born at midnight on the 24th of 
December, as a Savior to the world. He 
was shown in the Mysteries as a babe 
with His Virgin Mother Semele in the 
sacred rites in the temple. 

The same religious celebration was held 
on the 24th of December in India when 
the God Krishna was born. The same 
ceremony was held in Yukatan, in Mex- 
ico, and in general all over the ancient 
world. In all these religious celebrations 
it was the commemoration of the same 
Cosmic event and law, the birth of the 
Sun-God, the Savior of the world. 

Under this true interpretation of the 
Cosmic Christos, the myth of the Sun- 
God, one can see that this religious cere- 
mony, which is being celebrated every 
year on the 24th of December by the 
Christians throughout the world, is an 
integral part of all faiths and is equally 
significant to all peoples. It is a uni- 
versal event reflecting upon all mankind. 

This religious symbolism of Christmas 
veils a great Cosmic Truth.

PART I 
Third House in Astrological Literature 


lr one takes the trouble to search 
through, say, fifteen or twenty standard 
astrological texts intending specifically to 
compile a list of meanings assigned by a 
majority of authors to the third house, his 
result reads something like this: 

a. short journeys (although not all 
agree on the definition of a short journey). 

b. communication and communications 
in general. 

c. brothers, sisters, close 
neighbors, 

d. the lower mind (which seems to 
mean the concrete intellect as opposed to 
the intuitive, ethical, or philosophic intelli- 
gence which is generally located at the 
ninth). 

This can be disconcerting to the mod- 
ern mind because of the apparent dissimi- 
larity of the ideas located here. Indeed, at 
this point, even the most ardent devotee 
of astrology cannot deny an apparent lack 
of logical connection among the various 
factors. 

No astrologer is unfamiliar with the 
difficulties one encounters when one at- 
tempts to present the rationale to the 
reasonably unbiased man who-thinks in 
terms of a “sound” academic background. 
He will ask for a presentation of the 
logic, for instance, by which house mean- 
ings are assigned ; and if we answer that 
they are based on empirical evidence, he 
not unreasonably asks for statistics. 

The author believes that the details of 
Astrology as we have them today are 
fundamentally correct; however, we are 
handicapped by lacking empirical proof. 
Had astrology the funds at its disposal to 
enable it to engage in wide research, its 
growth would no doubt eventually equal, 
for instance, the amazing development of 
modern physics frorg the crude experi- 
ments of Galileo to the present day 
knowledge of nuclear fission.

However, since we are not at the time 
able to engage in concentrated experimen- 
tation, our best course seems to lié in the 
direction of attempts to synthesize what 
we know of astrology with what has been 
learned, particularly in psychology and 
the physical’sciences. Philosophy also pro- 
vides us with many valuable clues. 

Especially valuable are attempts to in- 
tegrate the findings of modern psychology 
with the teachings of astrology. Psycho- 
analysis in particular has made many im- 
portant discoveries, which have a more 
important bearing on astrology than many 
are willing to recognize. 

Psycho-analysis and Astro-analfsis are 
precisely the same in their goal, which is 
(or should be) to probe to the very 
depths of the human mind in order to 
exorcise the fhonsters and demons hid- 
den there, and to free the psyche to 
turn its entire energies to happy and 
harmonious living. ° 

In general, it does not seem unfair to 
either group to say that at present psycho- 
analysis possesses the deeper understand- 
ing of the human mind, while astrology 
possesses the best technique for arriving 
at understanding. This is not a tribute to 
those generations of astrologers who have 
allowed theirsdevotion to Ptolemy to de- 
prive them of all initiative. 

The author makes no real distinction 
between the literature of psychology and 
the literature of astrology, feeling, as he 
does, that the astrologer not acquainted 
with the former is potentially of as much 
aid to his clients as, say, an alchemist 
might be to the treasury department. 


Modern Contributions 


Rather curiously, astrology has by and 
large contented itself with the list of third 
house factors quite as it came down from 
the ancients. Occasionally there have been 
more or less eccentric additions to the 
traditional list, but apparently there has 
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been little interest in discovering the basic 
principles upon which the assignments 
were originally made. 

So far as the author is aware, the stu- 
dent finds detailed, and academically ac- 
ceptable discussions of the third house 
only in the works of Marc Edmund 
Jones, and Dane Rudhyar, whose high 
esteem in the minds of intelligent students 
requires no comment. 

Among the authors.writing on astrology 
whose work the author consulted during 
the preparation of this paper, Mr. Jones 
seems to be the first to present a rational 
explanation of the tremendous logic be- 
hind this seemingly arbitrary grouping. 
Using the key-word, environment, Mr. 
Jones ties in all of the traditional mean- 
ings of the houses by showing that they 
are all “immediately-at-hand” factors in 
the life of an individual. They are the 
taken for granted people, objects, and 
conditions which make up the immediate 
environment in which a person must live 
and act. 

It is in the nature of a revelation to the 
student when he reads on page 56 of Mr. 
Jones’ Astrology, How and Why it 
Works the following: 

‘The third fundamentally charts the 
outward rather than the inward impulse 
of the native, instrumented not only by 
blood associations, but all who manifest 
« fraternal touch of this background sort 

..s0 on through every possibility of 
casual one-sidedness. - By extension it 
covers all immediately-at-hand and prac- 
tical conveniences of normal life... . 
Therefore, this house charts short jour- 
neys, or activity where no adjustment in 
major consciousness or current routine is 
involved.” 

By lucid and coherent reason such as 
this, Mr. Jones brings all the traditional 
meanings generally assigned to this house 
definitely and unmistakably under the 
heading, environment, and by doing so 
has succeeded in establishing an all-im- 
portant general principle. 

In Mr. Jones’ Problem Solving by 
Horary Astrology, there is an even more 
detailed analysis of the third house (and 
of. course, the other major horoscopic 


factors as well) ; the author cannot urge ° 


strongly enough that those who have not 
studied Mr. Jones’ work should, for 
their own sake, do so. 

Mr. Jones’ work provided the badly 





needed link between medieval thought 
and modern thought, a forward step of 
cardinal significance. In actual practice, 
the single term “environment” proves its 
worth over and over. 


House of Adaptability 


For purely psychological analysis, 
however, the term or concept of “en- 
vironment” must be translated into terms 
of the human being himself. Environ- 
ment is a term covering a certain realm 
of circumstance, and the term which psy- 
chological analysis requires is one which 
will express the relation of an individual 
to his environment. 

Several authors, among them the late 
Evangeline Adams, suggest the word 
adaptability which seems quite satisfac- 
tory in most fespects. Mr. Jones implies 
this idea, but he considers the houses 
largely in their. circumstantial connota- 
tion, after the manner of the older au- 
thorities. 

One’s adaptability is precisely the de- 
gree to which one is able to make easy 
and satisfactory adjustments within one’s 
immediate environment.~ For general 
analysis these two words are probably 
the best available, adaptability enabling 
us to deduce immediately the condition 
of one primarily important department 
of character, and environment aiding us 
to approximate the circumstances with 
the greatest possible inclusiveness, and 
therefore the teast possibility of error. 

It is only when we come to deep analy- 
sis that these two terms become inade- 
quate ; to know the degree of adaptability 
which we can expect from another per- 
son may be sufficient for most purposes, 
but it does not tell us enough about the 
inner nature of the person, or about his 
problems. 

As we have learned from the psycho- 
analytic movement in particular, a man 
who lacks adaptability to the degree that 
it becomes a major problem is exhibiting 
the symptoms of a much more deeply- 
rooted psychological problem. Something 
is seriously wrong. A serious disharmony 
exists within the psyche itself, and is 
manifesting outwardly as some type of 
social maladjustment.’ Expressed a bit 
differently: negative behavior is invari- 
ably the result of an inner or “subjec- 
tive” conflict, sometimes taking~ place 
below the level of(consciousness. 

To digress slightly, the author feels 
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that it is very necessary for modern as- 
trology to clarify its position between the 
astrology of circumstance and character, 
on the one hand, which is for the most 
part the traditional astrology, and the 
“depth” astrology (a term supplied by 
Mr. Rudhyar, if the author is not mis- 
taken) on the other hand, the astrology 
of the psyche which has begun to develop 
in the years since the birth of psycho- 
analysis. 

In many ways, astrology is the best 
technique potentially available to the psy- 
chologist, since it is able not only to give 
accurate clues to the content and struc- 
ture of the psyche, but also provides a 
chart of the orientation of the native 
within the social complex of which he is 
inescapably a part. However, analysis is 
often terribly confused because of fail- 
ure on the part of the interpreter to make 
a clear distinction between the subjective 
content of a given native’s mind and its 
objective manifestation. 

An example of this distinction in its 
simplest form is provided by the very 
familiar figure of a man who compen- 
sates for his feelings of inferiority by 
a show of bravado; he can be described 
accurately as either “fearful,” or con- 
versely, “arrogant,” since fear is the in- 
ternal condition which manifests out- 
wardly as arrogance. 


interpretation in Terms of Conflict 


Dane Rudhyar, in his excellent study 
of the houses, New Mansions for New 
Men (Philadelphia, David McKay & Co. 
1946: p. 26), makes a most valuable 
contribution when he implies that. the 
third house is symbolic of an eternal con- 
flict. He says: 

“Knowledge is ‘ever born out of fun- 
damental and irreductible oppositions. It 
is because spirit (the Self) is never ade- 
quately expressed by matter .. . that man 

becomes the thinker, the knower.” 
This is further elucidated by two sen- 
tences from another work (The Astrol- 
ogy of Personality; New York, Lucis 
Publishing Co. 1936; p. 224) in which 
Mr. Rudhyar says: 

“Thus the third house symbolizes mat- 
ters dealing with the workings out of an 
integrated psycho-physiological inheri- 
tance. The substance of our body be- 
comes really our own through the nerv- 
ous system relating the abstract self ip 
the racially inherited cells.” 


In these two brief passages, Mr. Rud- 
hyar has pointed out a vastly important 
four-fold principle, a principle upon 
which must depend any real understand- 
ing of the third house, at least in its 
relationship to the human psyche. The 
principle, which is a principle of devel- 
opment can be stated thus. (1) The self 
recognizes matter as an inadequate 
medium of expression, and (2) is forced 
to gain knowledge in order t6 overcome, 
as nearly as possible, the limitations im- 
posed by matter. As a result of this 
quest for knowledge (3) one gains the 
ability to think, and by thinkiag (4) one 
becomes an integrated personality. 

The full significance of this idea will 
become apparent shortly when we shall 
have reason to examine a theory ad- 
vanced by a psychiatrist concerning the 
stages of the mental life of a human be- 
ing from infancy to maturity. 

Mr. Rudhyar has afforded us deep in- 
sight, perhaps the deepest’ we have yet 
had. Environment, which Mr. Jones has 
shown to include the specific factors 
listed by the older authorities takes on 
its maximum significance when seen as 
the totality of general factors which 
either tend to frustrate or to further the 
self in its struggle to manifest through a 
basically hostile medium. Indeed, the 
physical sciences have devoted themselves 
almost exclusively to the task of increas- 
ing man’s ability to express himself on 
the material plane, by providing him with 
ever improved*implements, ever better 
machines, and, alas, ever more deadly 
instruments of destruction. 

It is a well known psychological con- 
cept that a man’s adaptability, his capa- 
city to adjust himself to the world, is 
dependent upon the degree to which he 
is able to express himself freely, with- 
out repression or fear. (It should be 
remembered that « the . self-expression 
charted at the fifth house is largely in 
terms of pleasure, and especially of ego- 
satisfaction, while the expression located 


. at the third may be thought of as the 


inner necessity of each man to communi- 
cate to his fellow men the being which 
he is intrinsically.) 

At its very root, the third house is 
associated with the content of psychic 
energy which Freud has identified as the 
id. Correctly understood, the id is 
simply the urge to express, the driving 
force whose demands make it quite nat- 
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ural that mankind should attempt to ful- 
fill its desires, whatever they may be. By 
virtue of his very nature, the human be- 
ing must express, although in this sense 
communication does not always enter 
into the expression. s 

When used in reference to the third 
house it means most simply the semi- 

automatic procedures connected with be- 
ing alive, such as making one’s self as 
comfortable as possible, or simply mov- 
ing around to get a cigarette or a glass 
of water, Jt means fulfillment of the 
simple instinct which Freud calls the 
pleasure principle, the desire for pleasur- 
able sensations, and a desire to avoid 
those sensations which are unpleasant. 

Obstructions at the third house indi- 
cate difficulties in finding satisfactory 
means for expression; the id is “bottled- 
up,” and the native is characteristically a 
victim of “repression.” If Mars is badly 
afflicted in addition to a sharp third house 
emphasis, the id is often a persistent and 
tormenting factor, made worse by the 
lack of initiative and physical energy of 
which Mars is the symbol. 

Returning to our discussion of Mr. 
Rudhyar’s work, we find that he goes a 
step further to imply (New Mansions for 
New Men, p. 26) that the problem pre- 
sented there is eternally without solution: 

“And the search for knowledge is end- 
less, for there will never be any ma- 
terial aggregation which will satisfy the 
needs of the spirit.” 

This throws a great /deal of light on 
the ancient concept of the “bicorporeal” 
or double-bodied nature of the common 
signs, and presumably, also of the cadent 
houses to which they traditionally cor- 
respond. These terms ‘have symbolized 
for the ancients the basic truth that para- 
dox is as much the sum and substance 
of incarnation on this planet as is the 
general necessity to expend effort. It will 
be remembered that Spinoza, speaking of 
the type of simpleton or bigot who might 
suggest that, since truth was self evident, 
he should simply write it down with- 
out further ado, said, “I reply by warn- 
ing him not to reject as false any para- 
doxes he may find here, but to reflect on 
the chain of reasoning by which they 
are supported. .. .” 

Indeed, paradox lies behind each of the 
cadent houses, but these paradoxes are not 
the simple alternatives symbolized by the 
house ‘oppositions. : 


e 


Opposed houses represent in all cases 
reciprocal phases of experience rather 
than opposed, particularly if the word 
opposed is taken’to mean conflicting. A 
house is invariably the corollary of its 
opposite, rather than its antithesis, and 
the principles represented by the two 
should no more conflict than the concept 
of “down” should conflict with, or negate 
the concept of “up.” 

On the contrary, what we see at the 
third house is a genuine paradox, pre- 
senting the problems which arise when 
two mutually contradictory realities are 
active simultaneously. within the same 
individual, As Mr. Rudhyar has indi- 
cated, we see the reality of the (pre- 
sumably) immortal self confronted with 
the reality of a physical body which is 
assuredly temporal. 

This is paradox in-the truest sense— 
and in this paradox is presented man’s 
most incontrovertible assurance that ter- 
restrial existence cannot ever be overly 
successful lived in purely hedonic terms. 
Paradox is the limitation inherent in mat- 
ter, and although the wiser men do not 
scorn or despise matter, they cannot easily 
escape the realization of its essential in- 
adequacy. 

In our next article, we shall return to 
the principles we have seen as basic to 
the third house, and we shall attempt to 
correlate them with the work of a noted 
psychiatrist who in his search for truth 
has arrived at fundamentally the same 
conclusions that astrologers have arrived 
at in theirs. Knowledge, like God, is 
ultimately a unity, and perhaps the dem- 
onstration of this essential unity is to be 
the glorious task of the Aquarian age.

Who really discovered Neptune? 


Summary 

Some of the points which the author of 
this article made were the following. Le- 
Verrier’s brilliant intellectual powers are 
denoted by the elevated Mercury, Lord of 
the Ascendant and in close sextile to the 
angular Saturn, by the powerful sixth house 
—Mars sextile to the Moon (ruler of the 
third) and Venus, and Uranus in trine to 
the Sun and Pluto. , 

The ‘horoscope of John Couch Adams 
given in our November issue was also a 
speculative one and I am only too well aware 
that such maps are always under suspicion. 
However, I think the worst one can say 
about this map is that it seems almost TOO 
perfect insofar as there seems to be prac- 
tically no aspect of Adams’ life and character 
with which the fnap does not agree. This 
perhaps should make one doubly suspicious, 
especially when Neptune is the deity presid- 
ing over the map. However, there is this one 
consolation, that neither Adams nor Le Ver- 
rier were deceived in calculating Neptune’s 
unknown place in the heavens and the recti- 
fication of an unknown ascendant is .an al- 
most exactly similar process. So apparently 
Neptune does not always deceive his de- 
votees. 

Conclusion 

Those who read the account of Nep- 
tune’s discovery in part one of this 
article would see how clearly the astro- 
logical signature of that planet was writ- 
ten across the pages of the story. The 
lost chances, the misunderstandings, even 
the element of duality in the tale (for 
Pisces, one must remember, is a “double- 
bodied” sign). So, too, the way in which 
each of the two main characters acted out 
his part to the end in complete oblivion 
of the other’s investigations; so, too, the 
obscurity in which Adams carried out his 
herculean task of making calculations of 
such complexity that nothing of the same 
magnitude had ever been attempted before 
—a young and inexperienced mathema- 
tician doing much of the work by the 
little oil lamp of a farmhouse parlor in the 
remote West of England—‘“the clandes- 
tine researches of Mr. Adams,” as the 
President of the French Academy scath- 
ingly and incredulously called them when 
they first became publicly known.

But there are other Neptunian aspects 
to this story which we have not yet told. 
The first concerns the optical discovery 
of Neptune at Berlin. For many years 
(and even, largely, to the present day) 
the name of Dr. Galle was alone asso- 
ciated with this event. In point of fact the 
circumstances at Berlin bore a marked 
resemblance to those connected with the 
theoretical side of the discovery. When 
Dr. Galle of Berlin Observatory received 
the letter from Le Verrier asking him to 
search for a hypothetical new planet, the 
probable position of which Le Verrier had 
calculated, a young student astronomer by 
the name of D’Arrest offered his assist- 
ance to Galle. Now the rapidity with 
which the optical discovery of Neptune 
was made at Berlin Gin contrast to the 
slowness of the search at Cambridge) was 
largely due to the fact that a new and 
more detailed set of star-charts were in 
preparation in Berlin and a few had been 
completed. It was D’Arrest who had the 
idea of searching to see if the chart had 
been engraved which covered that part of 
the heavens where Le Verrier had pre- 
dicted the new planet to be. It had been 
engraved and so thanks to D’Arrest it 
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was possible to make a comparison forth- 
with between the map and the stars to be 
observed through the telescope in that 
part of the heavens. Not only this, but it 
was D’Arrest who, seated before the map 
and following Galle’s description of the 
stellar field in the telescope, declared at 
one point, “That star is not there.” How- 
ever, Galle alone was cited in the official 
announcement of the planet’s discovery 
that it was not until after the death of 
D’Arrest in 1877 that the full story be- 
came generally known. 


Lalande's Earlier Observation 


It will hardly, at this stage, surprise the 
reader to learn (if he is not already aware 
of the fact), that as soon as Neptune’s 
orbit had been approximately determined 
it was revealed that the planet had been 
observed on two occasions over fifty years 
earlier by the French astronomer La- 
lande. This in itself was not especially 
remarkable since Uranus, too, was ob- 
served a number of times before its real 
discovery. What is of interest is the 
nearness within which Lalande came to 
detecting Neptune’s planetary nature. 


After the approximate ephemeris for 
Neptune had been compiled, it was de- 


cided by two American ‘astronomers 
(again, quite independently and unknown 
to each other), that the most likely place 
for finding a previous observation of Nep- 
tune (whereby to check the calculation of 
its orbit) was in Lalande’s Catalogue, 
which was the most complete survey of 
the heavens up to the beginning of that 
century. These two Americans (Walker 
of Washington and Petersen of Altona), 
consulted Lalande and both found a star 
in the catalogue which was missing in 
subsequent records and which had then 
(in 1795) occupied the position where 
Neptune would have been. Both were 
convinced that this observation made on 
May 10, 1795, was in. fact Neptune. Un- 
fortunately there was some doubt, for La- 
lande had for some reason marked this 
observation with a query. However, an 
examination of Lalande’s manuscripts in 
Paris showed that he had observed this 
body on the 8th of May as well as on the 
10th, and finding, of course, a slight dis- 
crepancy between the two positions (equal 
to Neptune’s motion between May 8th 
and 10th), he marked the record as doubt- 
ful. Had Lalande examined the region 
again to see which reading was the cor- 


rect one, he must’surely have discovered 
the planet there and then—only fourteen 
years after the discovery of Uranus! 
The sign of Pisces is represented by 
two fishes back to back, symbolical of 
chaos. How extraordinary and how fit- 
ting that at each of the three stages of the 
full discovery of Neptune two men should 
have been involved, that in two of the 
cases each man was working “with his 
back to the other” in the sense that neither 
knew of the other’s researches, and that 
in the third case something rather similar 
happened in the way that Galle’s and 
D’Arrest’s joint investigation was con- 
fused and represented as the work of 


only one of them. ‘ 
Le Verrier's and Adam's Charts 


We may now go on to a brief con- 
sideration of the horoscopes of Adams 
and Le Verrier. That of Le Verrier was 
given in Les Cahiers Astrologiques for 
September, 1946 (that is at the centenary 
of Neptune’s discovery) in an article by 
L. Ternier. The birth data and the source 
of the information was not given but 
there was no suggestion that the map was 
other than a true one. 

His awkward personality (he was not 
an easy person to get on with) is ex- 
plained by the Ascendant in opposition to 
Saturn and square Sun and by the ma- 
lefics in the sixth which brought him into 
endless conflict with his colleagues as well 
as presumably giving an inharmonious 
nature. 

Le Verrier was not nearly so Neptun- 
ian a figure as Adams but even so it is 
surprising to find Neptune (cadent and 
quite without aspect) so obscurely placed 
in the nativity. But if Neptune is not 
strong radically its prominence when 
directions are considered is much more 
interesting. The very fact that Neptune 
was discovered in 26° Aquarius, the very 
position of Le Verrier’s elevated Ruler, 
is most striking. 

Having regard to Adams’ Piscean 
ascendant, the elevated Neptune sheds 
its light over this map in a way which 
seldom happens, and undoubtedly Adams 
exemplified well the characteristics of 
this planet and the sign Pisces. His es- 
chewing of controversy, his shunning of 
limelight and honors, the peculiar cir- 
cumstances in which his standing before 
the world (symbolized by the M.C.) was 
involved—these are all typical. The one 
fault which was laid against Adams, and 
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laid many times, in the Neptune contro- 
versy, was typical of Pisces: his lack of 
worldly wisdom. Even the person who 
took upon himself, more than any other, 
the defense of Adams, had to write: 
“Adams, though a great philosopher in 
his way, has shown no worldly wisdom, 
and indeed has acted like a bashful boy 
rather than like a man who has made a 
great discovery.” 

The tendency to delay, too, is a Piscean 
fault of which Adams was often guilty, 
The Neptune calculations were by no 
means the last time in his life when he 
allowed himself to defer too long the 
publication of his researches. This delay 
was almost inevitable because he was not 
satisfied that he had reached the Nep- 
tunian goal of Perfection. The tendency 
of the last sign of the Zodiac to go on and 
on putting “finishing touches” is fairly 
well known. One of Adams’ biographers 
writes, “Those who knew him will re- 
member his words when pressed: ‘I have 
still some finishing touches to put-to 
ee 

Neptune in Sagittarius at the M.C. is 
an apt comment on his true aim at the 
distant mark in space which his mathe- 
maticat calculations found, and a yet more 
striking correlative of Neptune in Sagit- 
tarius in the Ninth house is his idealism 
in the sphere of Education. When the 
Association for Promoting the Higher 
Education of Women in Cambridge was 
founded in 1873, Adams became its 
President, and remained so until the in- 
corporation of the first women’s college in 
1880. He was also one of the first pro- 
fessors to open his lecture-room to 
women. (Perhaps there is some hint here 


of the Libran Moon.) 


Although it would seem that the rising 
Saturn and Pluto did combine with the 
more reticent side of Pisces to make him 
somewhat shy and retiring, yet (no doubt 
partly because of the Venus-Taurus and 
Moon-Libra elements) he is always 
spoken of as being of a simple, gentle 
and kindly disposition, very hospitable 
and a delightful companion. One result of 
the prominence of Neptune seems to have 
been to make him something of a mystery 
in the eyes of his associates, for we con- 
stantly find in the biographical notes such 
phrases as “Few who knew him ever 
guessed ....” or “It was not generally 
known that Adams . . .” and so on. 

The rising Saturn showed out, of 


course, in both great and small things in 


‘his: life. We have already referred, for 


instance, to his very strong sense of duty, 
apparent even in childhood, and in one of 
the biographical memoirs we find this 
striking footnote to the combination of 
Saturn and Pisces: 

“No one who knew him superficially or 
who judged by his quiet manner, could have 
imagined how deeply he was affected by 
deep political questions or passing events. In 
times of public excitement (such as during 
the Franco- war), his interest was so 
intense that he could scarcely work or sleep.” 

Another pointer to the prominence of 
Saturn was his special interest in geology. 

It is interesting to enquire into the re- 
sults of Pluto’s proximity to the Ascend- 
ant—if that is its true position. Pluto’s 
role as the Bringer to Light of that which 
has lain hidden is appropriate to Adams’ 
part in the discovery of Neptune ; there is 
furthermore another of Adams’ activities 
which appears to bear the Plutonic im- 
press. It concerns his connection with Sir 
Isaac Newton. 

Adams’ regard for the work of Newton 
was extremely high, and probably no man 
has ever devoted more thought and atten- 
tion to Newton’s mathematical writings. 
When in 1872 the mass of scientific pap- 
ers left by Newton at his death was pre- 
sented to the University Library, it was 
Adams who undertook the arrangement 
and cataloguing of the mathématical sec- 
tion of them. 

“It was a difficult and laborious task, ex- 
tending over years, but one which intensely 
interested him, and upon which he spared no 

ains. ... In several instances he succeeded 
tracing the methods which Newton must 
have used in order to obtain the numerical 
results which occurred in the papers. The 
solution of the enigmas presented by these 
numbers written on stray papers without any 
clue to the source from which they were 
derived, was the kind of work which Adams’ 
skill, patience and industry found full scope, 
and his enthusiasm for Newton was so great 
that he had no thought of time when so 
employed. . .. Only a few intimate friends 
were aware of the immense amount of time 
he devoted to these manuscripts, or the 
pleasure he derived from them.” 

This appears to have been a labor 
which appealed very strongly indeed to 
one side of Adams’ nature and it is one 
which is well described by the best side of 
Pluto: delving into the past and bringing 
to light and rendering coherent the chaotic 
material which is found there, and like 
Scorpio solving the enigmas presented by 
the unknown, 
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Similarity te Newton - 

Adam’s horoscope bears a marked re- 
semblance to Newton’s; notably there is 
(as in Le Verrier’s) a stress grouping be- 
tween Pisces and Sagittarius, and this 
points, above all, to the deep emotional 
restlessness about intellectual problems 
and the mental fecundity, which charac- 
terized each of these men. 

The Sun in Gemini in the third house, 
besides contributing to the brilliant men- 
tality, is a very good index of the emi- 
nence achieved by two of his brothers. in 
a Geminian way. 

One of his brothers, William, became 
professor of Natural Philosophy and 
Astronomy at London University and a 
Fellow of the Royal Society; a rare dis- 
tinction. Another brother, Thomas, be- 
came a missionary in Tonga and (and 
here is the Geminian element) it was 
Thomas Adams who completed the trans- 
lation of the Bible into the Tongan 
language. 

Mercury, Ruler of the third house, is 
in Taurus and, in fact, his other brother, 
George, continued like his forebears to 
be a farmer. This position too (Mercury- 
Taurus-second house) is appropriate to 
the large collection of old books which 
Adams made. It also agrees with his 
“exact and retentive memory,” though in 
his last years, when his health was failing, 
he suffered much from amnesia, or loss 
of memory—a condition very typical of 
the Neptune-Pisces map. 

Adams had many interests, as will be 
guessed from his map, but though we 
cannot pause here to take a look at these, 
there is one matter of very great interest 
which must be mentioned. 

Interest in Occult Science 

The astrologer, as he looks at this horo- 
scope, with its four heavy planets angular, 
cannot but ask if Adams had no interest 
in the profounder (astrological) aspect of 
the science to which he devoted his life. 
To read the (somewhat limited) bio- 
graphical material available about Adams 
was ‘to discover no hint that he might 
have any such interest. But wait,—yes, 
could this: be a clue? We have already 
mentioned his collection of eatly printed 
books, and these he left at his death to 
the University Library. These, we read, 
“relate principally to mathematics or 
astronomy, theology, medicine and the 
occult sciences.” 


I decided to have a look at those books 
on the “occult sciences,” and when I did 
so, found that in point of fact nearly all 
the books which could be said to relate to 
“the occult sciences” were on astrology. 
In all, there were some forty or fifty 
books dealing principally or entirely with 
the art, science or philosophy of astrology, 
or with astrological predictions, and that 
does not include numerous astrological 
almanac-ephemerides and works by well- 
known astrologers of the past on the 
subject of astronomy. 


Whilst examining these books I had an 
exciting experience. Cambridge Univer- 
sity Library is a large one (the books as 
they stand side by side on the shelves 
would stretch for seven or eight miles), 
and naturally, some of these old books are 
seldom consulted. It was not entirely sur- 
prising, therefore, whilst “turning the 
pages of a fine copy of Gadbury’s Doc- 
trine of Nativities (1657) that I should 
find a letter, apparently to Adams—and 
on the subject af astrology! I have per- 
mission from the Library to quote this 
letter but to do so, in full, and to give a 
compléte account of the detective work 
which had to be done in connection with 
it would be impossible here. 


Adams remained at Cambridge all his 
life. He became Director of the Cam- 
bridge Observatory at the age of 42, and 
married two years later. He was invited to 
become Astronomer Royal in 1872 but 
declined the honor; I have seen a letter 
written by Adams to a friend at about this 
time in which he says that if he were to 
be invited to become Astronomer Royal 
he does not think he would accept, partly 
because of indifferent health but also be- 
cause of the worry—and Adams had 
underlined the word “worry,” like a good 
Piscean. There can be no doubt that the 
quiet sequestered life of the ancient Uni- 
versity was, characteristically, more to his 
taste than the busy ways of the Royal Ob- 
servatory at Greenwich. 


He died in 1892, full of years and hon- 
ored and loved by all; a great man and, 
we may say, a great Neptunian. A plaque 
to his memory was placed in Westminster 
Abbey, near to the tomb of Sir Isaac 
Newton, and his remains interred very 
near to the Observatory where he had 
lived and worked so devotedly and so 
successfully for many years.

They computed the 
position of the Asc., and then made 
all the houses have the same number 
of degrees, by placing the same de- 
gree as the poh on all house cusps, 
using signs in their consecutive or- 
der.

ANSWER: As per your request I am 
explaining the actual computations of the 
MC and Ascendant using the American 
Astrology Table of Houses. 

The discrepancy in your MC and As- 
cendant is that you had used Dalton’s 
Table of Houses and Raphael’s Ephe- 
meris. 

The position of Mercury given in your 
chart is correct for all practical purposes. 
Actually its position at the time was pre- 
cisely 15:30:30.2 Gemini, while the one 
given in our chart is incorrect due to 
the slip made by our artist. The cor- 
rect position of the Moon is Libra 
27 :25:52”.8 at 9:00 p.m. (EST), June 
24, 1950 when it was 11 a.m. (Japanese 
Standard Time) June 25th at 38 North, 
Korea. It was calculated from American 
Astrology Ephemeris (1950). 

Thank you for bringing Mercury’s 
error to our attention.

COMMENT: We believe that it is a 
safe and altogether valid rule in the 
practice of mundane Astrology to always 
accept the Officially announced Time as 
the basis for an astrological judgment. 
The official acceptance of fait accompli 
puts the seal of irrevocable decision on 
the event. 

As indicated in our September issue 
(page 3) the movement of troops com- 
menced in the early morning hours of 
June 25th, but the Official Declaration of 
Intention for the Record (Irrevocable 
Decision) was not made until several 
hours later. 

Our authority for this is a dispatch 
which appeared in the Oakland Tribune 
on June 25, 1950. 

“The communist Radio shortly 
after noon at Pyongyang broadcast- 
ing said that war had been declared 
effective at 11 A.M. Korea.” 
Elsewhere in this issue (Many Things 

—Nomination) will be found a detailed 
discussion of the rationale of our prac- 
tice of accepting the time of the Official 
Announcement (for the record) as the 
key to true Astrological identity of an 
event, 

The system of house division used by 
your friend in England is by no means 
“new.” On the contrary, it is one of the 
oldest methods known to modern as- 
trology. It is known as the Equal Method 
(modus equalis) and is attributed to 
Ptolemy. Alan Leo included this among 
the Eight Methods of House Division 
described in his Astrology for All series, 
part II, published in 1908. 

We consider the Placidian System to 
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be unquestionably the most logical of all , I do not blame the compiler of your 


the various methods of House Division. 

All other methods have this in com- 
mon—the Houses are divisions of space, 
i.e., trisections of a quadrant ef one of 
the great circles, viz. Equator, Ecliptic, 
or Prime Verticle. The Placidian system 
has the unique distinction of using Space- 
Time continuum as the Circle of Refer- 
ence. The closest approximation to this 
Placidian system is the method of Alca- 
bitius by which we trisect the arc of 
Sidereal Time between the Meridian and 
Ascendant. However, this does not ma- 
terially differ from the method of Regio- 
montanus since for the purposes of both, 
the Meridian and Ascendant are assumed 
to be fixed points in Time and Space. 

In the Placidian System there are no 
Fixed Points of Reference to which the 
Degree on the cusp of a House can _be 
directly related. Each Degree of the 
Zodiac becomes its own Point of Refer- 
ence—in Time. In order to obtain a 
House Cusp the Semi-Arc trisected is the 
Semi-Arc of the degree on that cusp. It 
is assumed for this purpose that the 
House in question is for the moment 
an Ascendant. It must be readily appar- 
ent that by such a method the ultimate in 
precision is possible. The resultant House 
cusps are in fact Divisions of Time in 
the perspective of the full cycle (circle) 
which symbolizes a completed Space- 
Time continuum—a truly cosmic per- 
spective. It is probably correct to say 
that Placidian Houses are a mathematic- 
ally exact composite of those obtainable 
by all other methods. 





MOON'S NODE *

I have to revert to. my complaint 
regarding the 1952 Ephemeris (pub- 
lished in the issue of June, ’52) even 
at the risk of boring some of your 
readers. It seems that either I must 
have been extremely vague in voic- 
ing my complaint or Commdr. 
rs ia is determined to defend the 
indefensible even though he has real- 
ized the truth of my contention. I 
cannot otherwise account for the 
quibbling to which he has resorted 
in dealing with a clear and simple 

mathematical problem. 
In order to avoid every possibility 
of misunderstanding I must say that 





Ephemeris for given the 
mean position of the Node even 
though I am rather eager to see the 
true Node receiving the attention 
that it deserves in the near future. 
My contention is that your compiler 
claims to have calculated the true 
moment of the phenomenon of the 
Moon crossing the ecliptic. But actu- 
ally all these timings, as given in the 
Ephemeris, are entirely wrong! 
The proof of the pudding is in the 
eating! Let us, therefore, test one 
of these phenomena by actual calcu- 
lation. Let us find the moment when 
the Moon crossed the ecliptic on 
January 1, 1952. The Nautical Al- 
manac gives the following data: 


Date Moon’s Lat. 
Jan. 1.0 — 0.16. 54.7 
Jan. 1.5 + 0.21. 44.9 


Motion in 12 hrs. + 0.38. 39.6 

From this we can calculate the 
time required by the Moon for mov- 
ing through 10’ 54”.7 of latitude. 
We may use ternary proportional 
logarithms for solving the propor- 
tion: 

38’ :39".6 (a.c.) 9.33199 





12 Hrs. 1.17609 
16.54.7 1.02709 
5 Hrs. 15 M. - 41,53517 


Thus at 5:15 A.M. GMT the 
Moon had moved through an arc of 
16’ 54”.7 of latitude. As its latitude 
was then zero it was crossing the 
ecliptic. The true moment of the 
phenomenon was, therefore, 0:15 
A.M. EST. But your compiler states 
the time to be 2:53 A.M. which is 
obviously wrong! In the face of 
such a glaring blunder can Commdr. 
Wynne still maintain that no mis- 
take was made? 

At 2:53 the Moon was only con- 
joined with the mean Node. Since 
Wynne states in cold print that this 
was also the moment when the 
Moon crossed the ecliptic one may 
quite pertinently and pardonably ask 
whether he indulges in the deus 
notion that the Moon’s latitude is 
zero and it crosses the ecliptic when 
it is conjoined with the mean Node! 
I suppose this much explanation is 
enough to dispose of Wynne’s asser- 
tion that no mistake was made! 
Again, Wynne seems to think

can be farther from the truth! The 
orthodox Indian astrologer has many 
virtues but unfortunately love of 
precision is not one of them! As far 
as I know it was E. H. Bailey who 
first stimulated interest in this mat- 
ter through the pages of the British 
Journal of Astrology. G. H. Bailey 
too has stressed the importance 
of the true Node and has often 
taken other students to task for 
using the mean Node in their direc- 
tional and other work! 

I am grateful to Comdr. Wynne 
for the interest he is taking in this 
subject and am looking forward to 
the day when he would set an ex- 
ample to other compilers of ephe- 
merides by introducing the true 
Node in his Ephemeris.

Your letter of October 13th has 
been received, in which you indi- 
cated that the timing of the chart of 
the nomination of Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower was in error, as it appeared 
in the October issue of The Rising 
Star. 

I do not know where the Execu- 
tive Editor of the New York Daily 
News got his information on the 
timing of the nomination, but I got 
mine from my own radio, and it 
will take more than his word to con- 
vince me that my chart is in error. 

I was listening to the broadcast 
of the voting at the nominating con- 
vention, with the express purpose of 
picking up the precise time the candi- 
date was chosen. It was 11:45 A.M. 
and the‘ voting was going strong, 
but not completed when I got called 
to the telephone. It was straight up 
twelve NOON when I get back to 
listening to the radio. The announcer 
was saying that the voting was all 
over and that Eisenhower had been 
chosen. I continued to listen to all 
the noon-time broadcasts, and all of 
them carried the same story. The 
voting was all over, and Eisenhower 
had been nominated. 

My time could be off by two or 
three minutes either way, but cer- 
tainly it was between 11:45 A.M. 
and 12 noon. I know that after the 
states had all cast their ballots, one 
of them asked to change its vote, 
throwing the nomination to Eisen- 
hower. That took some little time, 
and it took some little time for the 
announcer to get it on the air. I 
chose 11:50 A.M., CST., as the 
most likely precise time. It certainly 
was after 11:40 A.M. 

Circumstances here that make me 
remember it, and which impressed 
me at the time, were that I was 
supposed to have noon lunch on the 
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table for my brother; the telephone 
call delayed the lunch, and my 
brother arrived home just before 12 
o’clock and was waiting for his 
lunch. I took’ a moment to jot down 
the time of the nomination for fu- 
ture reference. 

Wichita and Chicago are both in 
the Central Standard time zone. In 
your letter you indicate that Chi- 
cago was on Daylight Saving time. 
Wichita always uses Standard time, 
and the convention came in on our 
radio on Central Standard time 
schedule, 

It occurs to me that your reporter 
may have got his wires crossed in 
converting from Daylight Saving 
time to Standard time. | believe he 
meant to say 12:40 P.M. Daylight 
Saving time, and then added an 
hour instead of subtracting for 
Standard. But I still contend that 
the nomination was not completed 
before 11:50 A.M., CST., July 11,

COMMENT: The discrepancy noted in 
the case of Eisenhower is another ex- 
ample of the technical hazards that be- 
set the Astrological Practitioner. Here 
are two times given for the same event 
and both are correct in the perspective 
of the witness. The error js in assuming 
that these two widely variant times are 
for the same event—they are not—one 
is for the moment when the Ballot was 
completed, the other is for the Official 
Announcement of the Result. The ques- 
tion is which should be accepted as the 
fait accompli. Irrefutable logic compels 
us to accept the Official Announcement 
which made the accomplished fact a mat- 
ter of record, This identifies in time an 
irrevocable decision to accept the an- 
nounced result. The interim between the 
observed result and the official announce- 
ment thereof provided innumerable op- 
portunities for modifying factors to in- 
tervene and radically change the final 
result. The official recognition and ac- 
ceptance of the event necessarily marks 
the true beginning of any secondary 
chain of causation that may be identified 
therewith. The Planetary pattern at that 
moment of irrevocable decision must 
necessarily be accepted as the true cosmic 
identity of the event. 


Excellent examples of the fallacy in- 
herent in the premature acceptance of un- 
official results are found in the realm of 
sports. Many thousands of spectators 
may bear witness to the fact that a 
certain horse was first under the wire, 
but any horse player knows only too well 
that this does not necessarily identify 
the winner, nor is the race necessarily 
over as such at that moment. Only when 
the Official Results are posted on the 
Score Board can the result be considered 
Final. In that final result it frequently 
happens that the horse which passed the 
finish line first is disqualified. 

Similarly in the matter of a Political 
Nomination. Even though a given candi- 
date has clearly received a majority of 
the votes, there still remains the process 
of confirmation before he can be an- 
nounced as the officially accepted candi- 
date of the Party. There is the polling 
of the states for the record. This in turn 
frequently involves the polling of indi- 
vidual delegates. In the case of Eisen- 
hower this required all of 45 minutes, 
but only when this confirmation was 
completed, and meticulously recorded, 
was the Chairman justified in announc- 
ing that General Eisenhower was the of- 
ficially approved choice of the conven- 
tion.. From that moment (not before) 
General Eisenhower became the symbol 
of the Republican party in this election.

i} GETTYsnURG, Nov, 19.—The ceremonies atiend- 

iug the dedication of the National Cemetery com- 
menced this morning by a grand military and civic 
display, under the command of Major (ieneral 
Couch, the programme tor which bas been already 
published. 

The line of parade was taken up it 10 o'clock, 
and proceeded through the principal streets to the 
cemetery, Where the military formed in line and 
saluted the President. 

At a quarter past 11 o'clock the head of the pro- 
cession arrived at the main stand. The President 
and nembers of the Cabinet, together with the chief 
military and civic dignitaries, look their positions 
on the stand, the President being seated between 
Messrs. SeWard and Everett, after a reeeption 
marked with respect and perfect silence due to the 
solemnity of the occasion, every man ‘mong the 
linmense gathering uncovering on his appearance. 

The illitary then formed in line, extending 
sround the ares, the rest of the space being occupied 
by civilians, comprising about 15,000 people, and 
including men, women and children. The attend- 
ance of ladjes was quite large. 

The military escort co:nprised one squadron of 
cavalry, two batferies of artillery, and & regiment 
of intantry, aeng the regular funeral escort of 
honor paid to the highest officers in the service. 

After the performance of the funeral (see first 
page) military dirge by Birgield’s band, an_elo- 
quent prayer was delivered by the Rey.

Aftey the delivery of this address the dirge and 
benediction closed the exercises, and the immense 
assem blage separated about two o'clock.

ANSWER: The photostat which was 
referred to and inclosed by M. E. S. is 
reproduced herewith. This is a facsimile 
of the First Draft of the Gettysburg 
Address which was given (together with 
the Second Draft) by Mr. Lincoln to his 
secretary John Hay. On April 11, 1916 
these were presented to the Government 


of the United States by Mr. Hay’s three 
children and have since then been in 
the custody of the Library of Congress 

It is believed that the Second Draft 
is the copy which Mr. Lincoln held in 
his hand when he delivered the Address 
at Gettysburg. However, neither draft 
contains the disputed phrase “Under 
God.” This, together with other omis- 
sions and substitutions, was interpolated 
by Mr. Lincoln while he was speaking. 
Proof of this is found in the News Re- 
port of the Ceremony which was printed 
in the North American Gazette the fol- 
lowing day—November 20, 1863. The 
telegraphed report to the Gazette of the 
Proceedings at Gettysburg contained a 
transcript of the Address as delivered. 
This must be accepted as the only au- 
thetic final copy of the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress since it is a transcript of the words 
actually uttered by Mr. Lincoln to the 
people assembled for the occasion. For 
the convenience of our readers we have 
reproduced herewith that portion of the 
November 20th issue of the Gazette 
which contained the dedication by Mr. 
Lincoln as reported. It will be noted 
that this transcript includes the words 
“Under God.” Furthermore just by way 
of further confirmation of Mr. Lincoln’s 
intention to include and retain those 
words as an integral part of this Ad- 
dress we find them also in all subsequent 
copies which he personally prepared in 
his own handwriting at the request of 
various individuals, notably the Bancroft 
copy which was written in February 
1864 and the Bliss copy, written in 
March 1864. 

It is not known where M.E.S. obtained 
the misinformation that those words were 
first inserted in 1889 by the Editor of the 
New York Observer. If such a statement 
has ever been published under any pre- 
tense of authenticity, it was clearly a case 
of Literary Faking and either a (sin- 
fully) careless or wilful distortion of 
History. It will surely be agreed that the 
evidence to the contrary presented here- 
with is conclusive beyond any reasonable 
doubt. 

The reference to Herndon’s Life of 
Lincoln implies that the contention that 
Lincoln was an Atheist is for the most 
part based on that work. If so, then our 
correspondent occupies a unique position 
among students of American History, a 
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position analogous to that of the Para- 
chutist whose chute was defective and 
failed to open—he also jumped to a con- 
clusion. 


W. H. Herndon was Lincoln’s law 


partner, personal friend and confidant 
for many years, long before either of 
them commenced the Practice of Law. 
This partnership and close friendship 
endured right up to the end of Lincoln’s 
life. Herndon was in a position to speak 
with the authority of personal knowledge 
about his partner’s philosophy and atti- 
tude toward life in general and religion 
in particular. His Life of Lincoln con- 
tains a detailed analysis of the religious 
beliefs of Abraham Lincoln and to read 
into his words any suggestion that Lin- 
coln was in any way atheistic is too 
ridiculous to merit even mention, much 
less serious consideration. On the con- 
trary he is revealed as a remarkably de- 
vout believer in the Omnipresence, Omni- 
science, Ommnipotence and Beneficence 
of the Divine Power, but he found creeds 
and ceremonies quite unnecessary for his 
needs. Religion for him was “A Way of 
Life.” His God possessed all the virtues 
attributed by the various Religions to his 
Prophets—plus. To that God he claimed 
personal access as a part of God’s In- 
finite Creation. 

Lincoln laid no claim to an under- 
standing of what the Will of the Al- 
mighty might be in any specific instance 
and to that extent was a fatalist but gave 
abundant evidence of an implicit faith 
in the benign nature of God’s wisdom 
by never failing to pay homage to “Him” 
and invoke His Divine Aid when occasion 
arose. From this point of view Lincoln 
could be classified as a “Free thinker.” 
He was not a member of any church or 
religious organization but this would be 
a much better world if all church mem- 
bers were as truly religious.

August llth, 1846 
Springfield, Ill. 
Mr. Ford:— 

I see in your paper of the 8th 
inst. @ communication in relation to 
myself, of which it is perhaps ex- 
pected of me to take some notice. 

Shortly before starting on my tour 
through yours, and the other North- 
ern counties of the District, I was 
informed by letter from Jackson- ~ 





ville that Mr. Cartwright was whis- 
pering the charge of infidelity against 
me in that quarter.—I at once wrote 
contradiction of it, and sent it to my 
friends there, with the request that 
they should publish it or not, as in 
their discretion they might think 
proper, having in view the extent of 
the circulation of the charge, as also 
the extent of credence it might be 
receiving. They did not publish it. 
After my return from your part of 
the District, I was informed that he 
had been putting the same charge in 
circulation against me in some of 
the neighborhoods in our own, and 
one or two of the adjoining coun- 
ties —I believe nine persons out of 
ten had not heard the charge at all; 
and, in a word, its extent of circu- 
lation was just such as to make a 
public notice of it appear uncalled 
for; while it was not entirely safe 
to leave it unnoticed. After some re- 
flection, I published the little hand- 
bill, herewith enclosed, and sent it 
to the neighborhoods above referred 
to. 

I have little doubt now, that to 
make the same charge—to slyly sow 
the seed in select spots—was the 
chief object of his mission through 
your part of the District, at a time 
when he knew I could not contra- 
dict him, either im person or by 
letter before the election. And, from 
the election returns in your county, 
being so different from what they 
are im parts where Mr, Cartwright 
and I are both well known, I incline 
to the belief that he has ‘succeeded 
in deceiving some honest men there. 

As to Mr. Woodward, “our 
worthy commissioner from Henry,” 
spoken of by your correspondent, I 
must say it is a little singular that 
he should know so much about me, 
while, if I ever saw him, or heard 
of him, save in the communication 
in your paper, I have forgotten it. 
If Mr. Woodward has given such 
assurance of my character as your 
correspondent asserts, I can still 
suppose him to be-a worthy man; 
he may have believed what he said; 
but there is, even in that charitable 
view of his case, one lesson in

PART XVII 
Stellar Trigonometry 


Tue older astrological textbooks con- 
tain so many references to the effects of 
the fixed stars that it is difficult to under- 
stand why this branch of astrology should 
have fallen out of favor during the past 
50 years or so. However, at the present 
time interest in this subject appears to be 
re-awakening, and therefore the formulae 
now about to be discussed should prove 
particularly helpful, for they not only en- 
able the positions of the stars in the signs 
to be computed, but also the places of the 
stellar aspects. 

The student who wishes to examine the 
operation of the fixed stars in the horo- 
scope is usually handicapped by the short- 
age of data, and to do the job properly it 
is generally necessary to consult an astro- 
nomical star catalogue. The American 
Ephemeris and Nautical Almanac is an 
excellent example, containing as it does 
the mean places and apparent motions of 
all stars down to magnitude 3% (with 
the exception of six), besides many 
fainter ones—over 800 in all. Publications 
of this sort tabulate the stellar positions 
in right ascension and declination only, 
which although absolutely essential for 
the determination of the places in the 
houses occupied by the stars, are insuffi- 
cient by themselves, for to complete one’s 
astrological investigations the stellar long- 
itudes are also necessary. 

One way of arriving at celestial longi- 
tude from right ascension and declination 
was given in Part VI of the present series 
of articles (August 1950). By that 
method it is only necessary to use Tables 
of Houses for the polar elevation equiva- 
lent to the declination of the star (or 
planet), and by placing the latter on the 
zenith or nadir (its R.A. then being on 
the M.C. or I.C.), its longitude is then 
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exactly 90° distant from the degrees on 
the horizon. Most Tables of Houses do 
not touch latitudes higher than 60°, how- 
ever, and as the declinations of a number 
of important stars exceed this value, the 
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Although any star or planet would 
serve as an example, the opportunity is 
being taken to calculate the position of a 
second-magnitude star which, strangely 
enough, is not usually included in astro- 
logical textbooks on this subject, despite 
its proximity to Algol in the same con- 
stellation, and despite its greater bril- 
liance. This star is Alpha Persei, or 
Mirfak, the mean place of which at the 
beginning of 1931 is given in The Amer- 
ican E phemeris and Nautical Almanac for 
that year as 3h, 19m. 24s. in right ascen- 
sion (49° 51’), with a north declination 
of 49° 37’. From its right ascension itis 
easy enough to discover from the Amer- 
ican Astrology Tables of Houses that it 
crosses the midheaven with Taurus 22° 
16’, while the same Tables reveal that 
when it is on the zenith in geographic 
latitude 49° N. 37’ the ascendant is Virgo 
1° 07’, and the star is accordingly in 
Gemini 1° 07’, 

To demonstrate the trigonometric 
method of computing the star’s longtitude 
(and latitude), the triangles concerned 
are shown on the accompanying Diagram 
XI, which is a true-to-scale representation 
of part of the celestial sphere with Mirfak 
at the zenith (point “Z”), and owing to 
the distortion which occurs in transfer- 
ring spherical contours to a flat surface, 
two elevations are given, the upper being 
that of the heavens as seen by an ob-. 
server looking south, while the lower is a 
view from outside the spherical horo- 
scope, looking down on to the zenith from 
above. 

The junction of the equator and the 
ecliptic at Aries 0° occurs at point “A”, 
and although the vertical line is in this 
case the meridian of the place of observa- 
tion, it should simply be regarded as the 
circle of right ascension on which the star 
is placed, cutting the equator at right 
angles at point “B.” 

Point “C” marks the intersection of 
the ecliptic by the circle of longitude 
shown by a dotted line passing through 
the star at point “Z”, and it is the position 
of the latter point which we wish to deter- 


mine. The section of the ecliptic “AC” is 
the measure of the star’s longitude, while 
“CZ” is that of its latitude. The angle at , 
“C” is a right angle, and although by join- 
ing “‘Z” with “A” by the chain-dotted line 
shown we can form the right-angled 
triangle “ACZ”, unfortunately none of its 
dimensions are known, and to find them 
we must make use of its relationship with 
the other right-angled triangle “ABZ”, 
of which we already have two “knowns” 
—the star’s right ascension “AB” and its 
declination “BZ”. From these we can 
determine (i) the length of the arc “AZ” 
which is common to both triangles, and 
(ii) angle “X”, which when reduced by 
the angle contained between the equator 
and the ecliptic (23° 27’, the obliquity 
of the ecliptic) will give us a second 
“known” for triangle “ACZ,” namely 
angle “Y”, by means of which we can 
obtain our objective. 

‘Tackling the first triangle: (Below 1.) 

As we now know the length of side 
“AZ” in the second triangle (65° 18’), 
also angle “Y” (56° 58’ minus 23° 27’, 
or 33° 31’), we can complete our calcula- 
tion by finding. the lengths of sides “AC” 
and “CZ”, the star’s longitude and lati- 
tude respectively. (Below 2.) 

The position of ;Mirfak in January 
1931 can now be amplified as follows:

According to the American Ephemeris 
and Nautical Almanac the annual varia- 
tion of this star is 64.14” in right ascen- 
sion, and 12.9” in declination. These 
amounts should be added to the respec- 
tive tabulated positions for every year 
after 1931, and subtracted for preceding 
years. 

It should be obvious from a study of 
the diagram that in the case of a star 
lying between the ecliptic and the equator 
the angle “X” would be less than the 
obliquity of ecliptic. Angle “Y” would 
then be equal to O. E. minus “X” in- 
stead of the other way round.

The Centennial State . 


Eas ORAUO, our 38th state to join 
the Union, is bounded by Wyoming, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Oklahoma, New Mex- 
ico and Utah. It would appear rather 
hemmed in, so to speak, for a locality 
containing four planets in Leo in the 
horoscope. But here in the U. S. this 
means nothing while in Europe it was 
Germany’s fate to be in just such a 
position on the continent as Colorado... 
it eventually caused trouble. 

Colorado is called the Centennial State, 
because it was admitted in 1876. Colorado 
is from the Spanish colorar, to color, 
often associated with red. 

The first house of this wheel is well 
tenanted. Mars is in the house of its own 
sign but is besieged. We always expect 
something on a grand scale from Leo. 
The stars North Aseéllus and South Asel- 
lus—6 :25 Leo and 7 :36 Leo respectively— 
are not of large magnitude, but neverthe- 
less rule mountains and high peaks. The 
whole state, except the eastern plain dis- 
trict, is a part of the Rocky’ Mountains. 

There are several peaks »ver 14,000 
feet high, the best known being Long’s 
and Pike’s. 

The continental divide is here, and the 
rivers evolve into two systems, the Platte- 
Missouri-Atlantic, and the Grand-Color- 
ado-Pacific. The rivers cut stupendous 
canyons and caverns in the mountains 
and plateaus. 

The state contains four great parks, 
San Luis Park, Middle Park, North 
Park and South Park; the last named 
(being the smallest) is about the size 
of Rhode Island. 

In the 4th angle, ruling the lands of 
the state, we find Jupiter, a planet related 
to height—tall trees, among other things. 
Colorado’s large forests consist mainly 
of coniferous trees. 

The ruler of the 6th house (work) is 
Saturn, which is sextile the Moon, trine 
Venus and sextile Neptune. Exceedingly 
valuable coal, gold, silver, lead, zinc, rare 
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metals, copper and graphite mines are 
found in Colorado, as well as petroleum 
fields, 

An earth sign rules the 6th and the 
2nd. Virgo is on the cusp of the 2nd— 
money, income—and the ruler Mercury, 
having to do with the fingers, hands and 
mind, seems to fit in with the chief indus- 
tries, agriculture, mining, refining and 
manufacturing. 

All sorts of grain, vegetables and fruits 
are raised, by dry farming or through 
irrigation. Canning, flour-making,. meat- 
packing, iron and steel making are prom- 
inent occupations. 

Ninth house (transportation) is ruled 
by Mars. Neptune is in the 9th. There 
are many railroads, including one of the 
longest railroad tunnels in America ... 
Moffat Tunnel. 

Colorado, formerly inhabited by Pueb- 
lo Cliff Dwellers, was formed, from terri- 
tory secured by the Louisiana Purchase, 
the Texas Cession, and the Mexican 
Cession. 

De Soto (1541), Escalante (1776), 
Pike (1806), Long (1820), and Free 
mont explored it. 





It was settled after 
1858, when gold was discovered there 
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In 1858, Uranus and Saturn were both 
changing signs, Uranus from Taurus to 
Gemini, Saturn from Cancer to Leo. 

Colorado was first called the Territory 
of Jefferson. The principal cities are 
Denver (the capital), Colorado Springs, 
a famous health resort, and Pueblo. 

With Moon in the 5th house, in the 
religious sign of Sagittarius, there are 
over 700 churches within the state. 

The Coloradg Legislature of 1877 ap- 
proved the design of the territorial seal 
for the State seal; the -design was the 
work of Lewis Weld, first territorial sec- 
retary. 

The shield has at the top three snow- 
capped mountains, at the bottom, a 
miner’s pick and hammer. As a crest 
above the shield, golden rays proceeding 
from the lines of a triangle represent the 
eye of God, somewhat like the Great Seal 
of the U. S. Between the crest and shield 
there are fasces, bearing upon a red, 
white, and blue band the words “Union 
and Constitution.” The Latin motto is 
Nil Sine Numine, “Nothing without 
Deity.”

Colorado and You 

If people call out “happy birthday” to 
you eight days before or after August 
Ist, Colorado is likely to lure you as a 
resident.

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STARS IN SAGITTARIUS 


Iw the sign Sagittarius there are two 
fixed stars which monopolize interest : the 
first is the well-known red giant Antares, 
the second is the star at the tip of the 
tail of the Scorpion called Lesuth. There 
are other stars of interest to the astrono- 
mer but for followers of the lore of the 
stars these two practically share the sign 
Sagittarius between them. 
Antares 

I suppose that anyone who knows any- 
thing about the fixed stars at all can 
locate Antares, Rather low down in the 
southern skies, he is easily seen late in 
midsummer evening shining brightly red 
and in one of the few constellations that 
really looks like what it is said to be. 
This constellation, the Scorpion, actually 
looks like a crustacean-like animal, with 
claws extended and with an enormous 
tail which loops far down to the south 
and then looks north, ending in that great 
cloud belt of stars we call the Milky 
Way. The resemblance to the little ani- 
mal, the Scorpion, who carries his tail 
arched up over his back, ready to strike 
with his terrible sting, is remarkable. 
Once seen, never forgotten. Antares is 
the bright red star lying in the “heart” 
of the Scorpion and is now in the 9th 
degree of Sagittarius. 

I must now not fail to stress the point 
that Antares is a zodiacal star, therefore 
it may be entered in the horoscope much 
the same as a planet. But of all things 
it is of great importance because it is 
exactly opposite in longitude to another 
big bright red star, Aldebaran, which 
happens also to be a zodiacal star. The 
polarity Aldebaran-Antares is a factor of 
the greatest importance in the horoscope 
of groups or even of key persons active 
in group matters, such as the two candi- 





dates for the presidency of the United 
States this year of grace. 1952. 

The horoscope of our great nation is 
commonly accepted to be the one that has 
the 8th degree of Gemini rising, at Phila- 
delphia on July 4, 1776. This was sparked 
off, true enough, by the exact rising of 
Uranus but Uranus by itself was not 
enough to have attended the birth pangs 
of a new nation, but the presence of the 
red giant Aldebaran but two degrees 
above the ascendant and the red giant An- 
tares two degrees below the descendant— 
that is what really brought about the birth 
of our country! 

And yet this deservedly famed horo- 
scope is not the birth chart of the United 
States of America. The 4th of July chart 
is as much the chart of Great Britain as 
it is of the United States, for logically 
it is a chart of Anglo-Saxondom. 

The birth chart of the United States 
is the one with Antares on the ascendant 
for the moment at Yorktown, Virginia, 
when the white flag of surrender was 
displayed, after which the mother coun- 
try offered no further opposition to the 
independence of the new nation. This 
chart, first championed by Millburn, 
Murakami and perhaps by others is for 
10:00 A.M. local time, October 17, 1781 
and shows the 9th degree of Sagittarius 
rising. Antares, then in 6° Sagittarius 
44’ had risen shortly before. The rebd 
star had won! 

If the 9th degree of Sagittarius is in 
deed the ascendant of the United States, 
then the position of Antares, now in that 
very degree, accounts well for the ab 
sorption of the United States in world 
warfare during this century, in spite 
its isolated position ! 
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Astrologers say that what is promised 
in a configuration takes place when the 
opposite aspect is formed. It should not 
be surprising then that Antares should 
rise and initiate the Yorktown surrender 
when it had set when the decision was 
made on the early morning of our first 
4th of July. 

The more one investigates the role that 
has been played by Antares in our na- 
tional life the more one is impressed by 
the mysticism that surrounds it. For 
instance, in the book of Genesis, 49th 
chapter, we have the lines wherein the 
aged Jacob blesses his sons. To the son 
called Judah the sceptre would belong 
“until Shiloh come.” Naturally there has 
been much speculation as to what Shiloh 
might mean and there have been many 
attempts made to throw new light on the 
wording of this prophecy but let it also 
be said that one of the names anciently 
applied to Antares is Shiloh. In other 
words, the sceptre would be to Judah, 
the “lion’s whelp” until the star Antares 
assumes importance. 

There are those who claim a tie be- 
tween the English-speaking peoples and 
the Israel of the Bible. It is reasonable 
to assume there is a measure of truth 
in this contention even though the con- 
nection is an obscure one. However that 
may be, the lion has ever been a symbol 
of British power from the year 1066 and 
the rule of the lion (Judah) has been 
effective over Britishers until Shiloh 
(Antares) displaced it and certain of the 
British dominions in America achieved 
independence. Thus, for those who can 
accept this correspondence, one of the 
famous prophecies of the Bible was ful- 
filled when our country won its inde- 
pendence, at Yorktown in 1781. 

Also our tragic civil (or uncivil) war 
of nearly a century ago, after much 
dragging out, began to be won when one 
side under a fateful general won the bat- 
tle of Shiloh! 

Also remember that Burgoyne sur- 
rendered at Saratoga on another October 
17th. 

Therefore let no one say that Antares 
is not our very. own star in the heavens. 
Remember, I say very own. Note the 
words in italics. 

Because Antares is obviously a martial 
star astrologers have written that its in- 
fluence is malefic and destructive but 
take it with liberal grains of salt. Our 
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national history proves it otherwise: A 
better definition is given by Robson who 
writes that, when rising, Antares conveys 
riches and honor, Our national begin- 
ning was violent but how could it have” 
been otherwise at that time? Robson 
also writes that when rising the benefits 
conveyed by Antares seldom last. The 
benefits are among other things: inde- 
pendence, honor, riches. Even as I write 
these benefits are under test. As a boy I 
remember the United States as com- 
pletely, proudly independent, rich and 
honored abroad. Today our sons fight in 
Korea not expressedly for the United 
States (because we have not declared 
war) but for the U. N. At home, if we 
pay attention to certain propaganda, it is 
a sin to be isolationist and if the propa- 
gandist is daring enough he plays down 
things American. As a boy I would 
never have dreamed that this could hap- 
pen, no more than I could think of a 
loaf of bread costing more than five 
cents. We are much more concerned over 
the cost of living than we were in 1900 
or 1910; all of which does not bring us 
more honor abroad now than it did then. 
The solution is not that we need a little 
more “Shiloh” but to make effective the 
balance between Antares and Aldebaran, 
thereby achieving a greater unity than we 
have ever possessed. Such must be the 
essential meaning of the national tests we 
now undergo. 

Because of its peculiar power, it would 
be illogical to neglect Antares in the horo- 
scope of an individual if that individual 
is involved in group relations. Read the 
remarks on the next star in connection 
with this. 

Astronomically, Antares is a binary 
star. It has a tiny companion, emerald 
green in color, the complimentary color 
to its own fiery red. It is a huge star 
many thousands of times the size of our 
sun. In fact, if it were in our system in 
the place of our sun it would occupy 
space out to the orbit of Mars. 

It is frequently occulted by the moon. 
Because of its prominence the ancients 
orientated many temples to it at its rising 
or setting at the vernal equinox. It was 
one of the four Royal stars of Persia, 
3000 B.C., when it marked the Autumnal 
Equinox. 

Its apparent longitude on Jan. 1, 1953 
will be 9° Sagittarius 6’ 14” and latitude 
south 4° 33’ 48”. Its right ascension will 
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be 246° 37’ 50° and its declination south 
26° 19 50”. It has, by the way, about 
the same declination as the centre of our 
(Milky Way) universe, of which more 
anon. It passes directly overhead over 
the big city of Johannesburg, S. Af- 
rica. Astronomers have been converging 
on Johannesburg in the last few’ years 
the better to study the centre of the uni- 
verse. 

At the beginning of past centuries the 
zodiacal position of Antares was nearly 
as in this tabulation and I include its 
future position on January 1, 2000. 

Lesuth 

We now leave Antares, which confers 
eminence and activity on mankind, to 
swing far to the south and then north 
again to the tiny star, nearly of the 3rd 
magnitude, which marks the tip of the 
sting of the Scorpion. It is Lesuth, from 
the Arabic Al Las’ah, the sting. 

Here is a star that the various texts on 
astrology have slighted. Why ‘I don’t 
know unless it be that its influence is too 
difficult to explain. Yet, in my investiga- 
tions into the foundations of astrology, I 
have found that older, more experienced 
astrologers pay careful attention to this 
little star. There are only two very evil 
stars, say they: Algol and Lesuth. Algol, 
the murderous demon star, which we 
described in our Stars in Taurus, and 
now Lesuth. Lesuth, they say, is abysmal 
treachery. Where it is concerned every- 
thing is a challenge and evil overtakes 
the unwary, the ignorant or the weak and 
yet when one holds fast when in its toils 
it give8 power to work miracles. 

IT have taken a technical interest in this 
factor in astrology because the handling 
of Algol and Lesuth does not accord 
with the rule that only zodiacal stars can 
be entered in a horoscope. Both these 
extra-zodiacal stars are employed by able 
astrologers without regard to latitude 
and apparently they “work” in spite of 
this treatment. Why this is so I admitted 
I do not know in the case of Algol but 
for Lesuth I know of a good reason why 
its influence is as it is. 

Of recent years the astronomical fra- 
ternity has been interested in radiations

from space. We now have a number of 
radio “stars” where go visible stars or 
objects can be seen. bit from the first 
day that radio frequencies were detected 
out of space there was a strong, per- 
sistent signal from a direction we know 
as the center of our universe. 

The celestial longitude of the centre of 
the universe coincides with the longitude 
of Lesuth. 

The coincidence is approximate because 
we cannot measure where the centre of 
the universe lies. It is hidden behind 
widespread regions of dark nebulae and 
cosmic dust so that instead of a splendid 
halo or sphere of light in the Milky Way 
we see only “coal sacks.” Like his humble 
microcosmic servants on earth known as 
human beings, the mighty Solar Logos 
and also his brother Logoi on neighbor- 
ing stars do not behold the glory of the 
Lord of the Universe, at least on the 
physical plane! He is hidden from them 
and is the One-of-Whom-Naught-May- 
Be-Said. The correspondence in human 
life is the concealment of the sexual 
parts of our physical bodies. 

I do not believe that Lesuth has any 
particular power of its own but trans- 
mits whatever you may call it from the 
centre of our (Milky Way) universe. 
The longitude is somewhere in the 22nd 
or 23rd degree of Sagittarius. The longi- 
tude of Lesuth was 22° Sagittarius 37’ 
in 1900, 22° 54’ in 1920 and 23° 21 in 
1952, latitude 14° South and declination 
about 37° and a quarter south. Lesuth is 
designated as Upsilon Scorpii. Antares 
is, of course, Alpha Scorpii. Lesuth is 
close to a much brighter star,.Lambda 
Scorpii, called Shaula, another Arabic 
word meaning “sting: in this case the 
sheath of the sting, Lesuth being the 
point of the sting. 

As to the influence of Lesuth in human 
life, what is commonly called the Secret 
Doctrine is the only thing that helps and 
this will be so until humanity becomes 
group-conscious. The manifestations of 
“Lesuth,” such as sexual treachery, are 
readily understood and appraised but the 
matter does not rest there. There are

Tue period of the lunation — from 
November 17th to December 16th, cover- 
ing the last two weeks of the one month 
and the first two of the other—embraces 
our national Thanksgiving festival — 
strictly an American holiday.

forces of nature, which they regarded as 
the whims of their temperamental gods. 
It was but natural for them to celebrate 
after the harvest in honor of those gods, 
and to rejoice when the yield was good 
and the crops were stored. (There were 
no priorities then—“no minimum wage 
of the cornfields”—to propitiate economic 
gods. ) 

Our Puritan ancestors, out of heart- 
felt gratitude for their deliverance from 
an unfriendly homeland, and for the 
first meager crops vouchsafed to them on 
a strange and hostile shore, revived— 
quite unwittingly no doubt since they 
were devout Christians—an ancient pat- 
tern which has now passed permanently 
into our American way of life. Gone are 
the fertility gods; and gone are the days 
of the Pilgrims. But the inheritors of

the spirit of those hardy souls should 
pause thoughtfully in this year of our 
Lord, 1952, and give reverent thanks 
for their rich inheritance. In spite of its 
shortcomings this country has achieved 
a good measure of spiritual success 

through its religious freedom. 

The starry patterns we have been in- 
terpreting here these many moons have 
moved now to the critical period when 
the great planetary pressures will break 
out the forthcoming changes. These 


major aspects are culminating during the 
next few months, and then comes the 
-hard ‘climb back (but back to what this 
time?). Contemplative men, watching 
the changing scene first-hand, are dis- 
turbed. Lyman Bryson, known all over 
the world for his fine work as director 
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of the radio program, Invitation to 
Learning, has published a book within 
the past few months bearing the startling 
title, The Next America, with a secondary 
title of: Prophecy and Faith. Much that 
Mr. Bryson points out is a brilliant but 
o doubt unconscious elaboration of the 
planetary aspects that have slowly moni- 
tored the social and economic changes 
that are upon us. However, I must hasten 
to add that, as far as I know, Mr. Bryson 
arrives at his conclusions by his own 
means — not by astrology, In the first 
chapter of his book he presents a resume 
of his penetrating conclusions, prepara- 
tory to expanding them later on in the 
following chapters.’ He states what he 
considers the next dominant note of our 
American national incarnation will pos- 
sibly be: collectivism, per se, and as it is 
already evident. 

“The ground swell of new energy,” 
says Mr. Bryson, “is mostly below the 
surface and thus escapes the notice of 
conventional observers. But in deep layers 
of living everywhere, notably now in the 
colleges and villages of the Middle West 
and fundamentally everywhere, a cultural 
revolution has begun. It is not like any- 
thing known before because it is on such 
a scale of participation that past stand- 
‘ ards do not apply. Jf it succeeds, tt will 
be the creation, by its own members, of 
a national community in which energy is 
more and more shifted from material and 
practical anxieties to the doing of things 
for the sake of greater human experience. 
It will be the recapture, by the whole free 
people, of the primitive wisdom that in- 
dustrialism has almost destroyed. In this 
new phase, wisdom will use industry as 
the servant of a better life. We shail be 
doing things for their own sake, which 
means for the developing experience they 
give, for the demands they make on per- 
sonalities for the greater power and sensi- 
tiveness. And it is part of our recovered 
wisdom to know that we live not to pile 
up comfort nor ornaments, but for the 
quality of experience itself ... We are 
on the verge of major changes, for better 
or worse. We should expect to be uneasy 
and in doubt. The time of bringing to 
birth in spiritual things, as in the line of 
life, is a time of restlessness and vague 
desires. Some of the symptoms we show 
can be rationally explained ; some have to 
be taken as a fit of nerves into which the 
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bearers of a culture may fall when change 
portends, or threatens, or is hoped for.” 
(Italics mine. )

The Lunation for the United States 


The lunation from November 17th to 
December 16th falls in the 12th house— 
always an unfortunate position for the 
New Moon. It is the house ruling secret 
diplomacy, secret strategy, hidden things, 
crime, prisons, hospitals, and publicly- 
supported charitable organizations and 
institutions. Prison outbreaks will con- 
tinue during this period, and these may 
lead to a country-wide demand for in- 
vestigations of all penal institutions, their 
outmoded codes, and of ‘graft, from 
which eventual reforms will stem. Many 
of the men being sent to prisons today 
are accustomed to contemporary stand- 
ards of American living and are not 
going to submit without protest to ana- 
chronistic conditions that degrade and 
return them to. the outside as incipient 
moral and psychological cripples. When 
men of this caliber land in one of these 
backward institutions, clashes are in- 
evitable. 

Community Chest and other publicly- 
supported institutions may fall far short 
of their expected goals this year. Indica- 
tions are that the average man — and 
woman—with their budgets already cut 
to the bone from the increasing costs 
of living, will be forced to curtail their 
contributions. The position of the cardi- 
nal transits accent financial matters, both 
domestic and foreign. Heavy selling ap- 
pears to reduce the price of many securi- 
ties, the results of the election apparently 
will not have pleased some of the powers 
in the international money marts. This, 
in its turn, will be reflected in the lowered 
prices of foreign securities. It is also 
quite likely that our government will not 
receive interest and payments due on 
outstanding international loans, nor be 
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able to re-loan the. monies that were ear- 
marked from this expected income. 

The conjunction of Saturn and Nep- 
tune squaring Uranus, for the period 
covered herewith, is another aspect 
showing the adversely disturbed stock 
market, and indicating that the existing 
worldwide financial structure appears to 
face some radical departure from estab- 
lished procedures. It seems likely that 
some new method of dealing with inter- 
national credits and exchange will evolve 
out of the tensions. Fortunately, this na- 
tion’s small investors are protected by 
the Federal Banking Laws passed at the 
beginning of the Roosevelt adminstra- 
tion, during the depression, or this aspect 
might be read as a “panic.” The rate of 
international exchange, however, may 
suffer because of the lag between inter- 
national currency and the American dol- 
lar, the English pound sterling. A con- 
ference of international banking repre- 
sentatives is likely at this time, to work 
out some plan to meet these grave 
problems. 

While no reference has been made as 
yet to the planetary positions from which 
all this is deduced, it is nevertheless an 
astrological deduction. Jupiter is in the 
financial sign of Taurus; the lunation it- 
self is in Scorpio—ruling foreign money 
and the monthly conjunction of the 
Sun and the Moon (the aspect referred 
to throughout as ‘‘the lunation”) for the 
United States, has Mars in opposition to 
the American Independence Mercury in 
the 2nd house, opposing Uranus in the 
8th, and both squaring the conjoined 
Saturn and Neptune in the 10th house. 

These positions are almost identical 
vith the British chart this month, except 
.or the house positions, but the planetary 
aspects involve the same house position 
as they do in the U. S. A. chart. It will 
be noticeable, therefore, how closely 
Britan’s affairs in many instances will 
parallel ours this month. The keynote, 
for the whole’ world during this period 
will be financial, and the emphasis will be 
on everything pertaining to the stock 
market, investments, foreign loans, and 
on the effects of the securities’ selling 
wave. 

It is unfortunate to have the conjunc- 
tion of Saturn and Neptune fall in the 
10th house—detrimental to the Govern- 
ment — as it indicates dissensions, ex- 
poses, things damaging to the well-being 
of the Nation and the Nation’s honor. 








Neptune in the 10th points to socialistic 
charges against the President and the 
Government. Scandals that bring dis- 
honor to key men in national affairs will 
be widely publicized. The last time Saturn 
and Neptune were in the 10th house of a 
lunation chart, the country was shocked 
and gfieved by the deaths in Alaska of 
Wiley Post and Will Rogers when their 
plane crashed on their then venturesome 
around-the-world flight. 

The Sun-Moon will oppose President 
Truman’s conjoined Sun-Neptune and 
the conjunction of Saturn and Neptune 
on his nodal point, indicating that some 
last measure he would like to get through 
Congress will meet with determined op- 
position, Packing up his family and his 
considerable personal possessions after 
eight years in the Whitehouse, to return 
to the private life of Citizen Truman the 
first of January, is apt to pull awfully 
hard on his Taurean heartstrings. 

Agitation and publicity will continue 
regarding the Supreme Court’s position 
pertaining to the claims of the Tideland 
Oil States. The presence of Neptune and 
Saturn in the 10th, squared by Mars, 
could mean in very fact that the “tide” 
has turned against them. The lunation 
itself squares Pluto from the 9th, and 
since the 9th house represents the Su- 
preme Court, there will be great dissatis- 
faction in the Tideland Oil States over a 
Supreme Court decision. 

As Mercury is in the first house, in 
Sagittarius, the natural house of travel, 
transportation, communication, etc., we 
may expect the news to be blatant, par- 
ticularly as it pertains to these subjects. 
Glaring headlines will shock the nation. 
The position of Uranus, in the 8th, op- 
posite to Mars, in the 2nd, indicates seri- 
ous accidents and loss of life from planes 
and air travel. 

On November 21st, the conjunction of 
Saturn and Neptune will be exact. As 
already noted, these two planets fall in 
the 10th house of the lunation chart for 
the United States, and on the 21st will 
square the Moon from the first house, 
with Uranus in the 7th and Mars in the 
second. These house positions for “the 
2ist, falling on the heels of the New 
Moon of November 17th, give greater 
strength to the lunation positions. Both 
charts indicate an unloading wave on the 
stock market. 

It is our personal judgment (from the 
disadvantage point of 9/28/52) that 
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many citizens—especially the non-voting 
citizens—were considerably surprised at 
the outcome of the election on November 
4th. But the complacency of the 1948 
voting public could have been repeated 
in 1952, because of the uninspired and 
murky campaigns that were waged by 
all candidates. I read this from the prom- 
inence of Neptune, which indicates con- 
fusion, and from the position of Uranus, 
which always indicates surprise. These 
two planets have been terrifically accented 
all during the autumn. We see many 
things that it is mot expedient to publish 
in a monthly analysis during these critical 
times. Those of you with astrological 
training, however, may interpret these 
charts for yourselves. 
Britain 

The placement of the planets in the 
London chart, during the November- 
December Scorpio lunation reveals — as 
has already been mentioned—how closely 
the affairs of the British Empire are 
allied to those of our own country. The 
rising sign for the London chart is con- 
joined to the U.S.A. Sun-Moon, Its nodal 
points also conjoin the U.S.A. Sun- 
Moon, which emphasizes the close rela- 
tionship between their fiscal position and 
ours. The New) Moon falls in their 9th 
house, which indicates that England, 
too, is deeply interested in foreign affairs, 
which of course hinges on the financial 
status of this country. 

Britain may have difficulty with colo- 
nial uprisings. Lack of cooperation exists 
between the Mother Country and some of 
her Dominions. 

Individuals prominent in the social set 
may pass on, as well as sOmeone con- 
nected with the theatre or the cinema. 
British newspapers may carry tragic 
stories of disasters at sea and/or in her 
mines. Queen Elizabeth may be faced 
with weighty matters of state. Someone 
among her leading supporters could be 
called from her service by death. 

Crime in Britain could be extensive 
during the fall months. We find Mars in 
the 12th, indicating they will have their 
troubles, too, in prisons and eleemosynary 
institutions, and with uprisings among 
her colonial subjects. 

The lunation degree square the Mars 
of the Labor Party chart, and Mercury 
opposing Venus, indicate tensions in the 
Party’s ranks and among its officials, All 
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in all,-thitigs political, decidedly, should 
not be well in England for the Scorpio 
lunation. 


Germany 
The chart for Berlin for this period 
seems to indicate that the border clashes 
continue at about the same rate of dis- 
turbance as last month. The recent inter- 
nationalizing of Germany and France 
over participation in the production of 
the Saar seems to have stabilized Ger- 
many’s European situation and she is ob- 
taining more status as a national unit 
again. Her financial situation appears not 
to suffer quite as much from the present 
heavy cosmic aspects that affect the 
United States and Britain just now, and 
life appears to be running along quite 

smoothly. 

Russia 
During this Nov. 17th lunation, Russia, 
as well as many of the other Asiatic 
countries, has Mars of the lunation charts 
in the 10th house. This indicates the 
prevalence of considerable internal re- 
sistance to the prevailing governments in 
all of the countries at this time. There 
are mounting demands from the people 
for a letup from the depressed standards 
of their living. With Uranus in the 4th 
house for Russia, ruling the people, their 
homes, their collective farms, these pow- - 
erful squares are presently working 
against the hope of any immediate im- 
provement. Short rations and lowered 
vitality may open the door this month 
for the spread of epidemical diseases. 
The farmer is going to receive far less 
for his crops, and have less left for 
himself and his family’s consumption: 
read from the conjunction of Saturn and 
Neptune in the 6th house, ruling labor, 
and all under government edict. The win- 
ter should be a very cold one, even for 
Russia, and the people’s suffering even 
greater than usual because of a lack of 
enough clothing, fuel and food. Russia 
will disappoint her allies when it comes 
to contributing manpower and materiel. 
She is vitally concerned at the moment 
in building up large surpluses for herself 

and major eventualities. 


Egypt, Iraq and Iran 
Revolts in Iran and Egypt continue 
against the groups in power. Iranians are 
growing more belligerent with each pass- 
ing day. These nationals suffer — even 
more than the Russians—from lack of 
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food and essentials. They are being held 
down by their parliamentary rulers, 
against their will, on promises of the 
reopening of the oil refineries. Negotia- 
tions for the sale of their oil still con- 
tinue with outside countries, and a settle- 
ment, during the coming winter, is more 
of a probability than during the summer 
months, because of the need of the people 
for food and work. The Nov. 17th luna- 
tion aspects show that the present clique 
in power could be overthrown and a new 
government set up in Iran. 

Although King Farouk has been de- 
posed, the current progressions of his 
chart presage what is going on in his 
former kingdom. There is the continued 
threat of insurrections on the part of 
other groups that are dissatisfied with the 
lack of progress made by the first one in 
establishing improved conditions. While 
the military is still in control, there is the 
challenge that foreign propagandists are 
fomenting trouble among the Egyptian 
people. Egypt is having as much trouble 
holding her own now as she had during 
the summer when King Farouk was de- 
posed. i 

The Independence Chart for Egypt— 
March 15, 1922—has the Moon in 25° 
of Libra. The planets Saturn and Nep- 
tune are now conjunct that moon, show- 
ing the infiltration of the masses by for- 
eign propagandists, and its disturbing 
effects. 

China 

The Scorpio lunation for China falls 
in the 5th house. They will draft more 
of the younger group of men into the 
armed services, and, unless the Korean 
war is over, their losses will continue to 
be very great. This lunation degree falls 
on Mao’s Venus, indicating that he fer- 
vently wants peace. But it also indicates 
that he will be faced with considerable 
trouble among his immediate staff and 
advisors. Saturn and Neptune, conjoined, 
falling on Mao’s own Saturn, gn the cusp 
of his 10th house, is an aspect of heavy 
dissension, disagreement and intrigue. 
His own position as China’s strong man 
is none too sound this month. 

Neptune and Saturn are in the 4th 
house for the Chinese Nationalist’s chart, 
showing great privation, disease and 
many deaths due to famine and cold. It 
appears there is activity in the Dragon 
Society that is undermining present con- 
ditions. Its members want to bring back 


the previous’ regime. With Saturn in the 
4th, the people would prefer a return to 
their own Nationalist form of govern- 
ment than to live under the present Com- 
munist domination. Even the younger 
generation of Chinese, although progres- 
sive-minded, are imbued with the ideas 
and ideals of old China. The sign Can- 
cer, ascending for the lunation, is a 
confirmation of this. It appears that the 
present Chinese “thought form” is one 
of yearning for their own particular 
ideologies. 

The older people, especially, are sub- 
jected to great privation this winter. 
Mortality in this age group will be very 
high: Saturn conjoined Uranus, square 
Mars. 

It is evident in this lunation chart 
that there is a definite change taking 
place in Mao’s privy government: almost 
uncontrollable discontent against the 
iron-handed domination of Russia. The 
Chinese people, themselves, are also 


awakening to the fact that they have been 
used by Russia to pull her chestnuts out 
of the fire. Mao’s health, as well as his 
political prestige is definitely on the de- 


cline. 
Ja 

The lunation falls in the 4th house for 
Japan, indicating, as all fixed signs on 
angles in earthquake countries do, the 
threat of seismic disturbances, therefore, 
under these aspects Japan may again ex- 
pect quakes, typhoons, floods, etc., with 
attending lose of life and property. There 
could also be loss of life from plane and 
trafic accidents. With Saturn and Nep- 
tune in the 3rd, her papers are fitted with 
reports of disasters at home and serious 
troubles aboard. Neighboring islands 
could be inundated—almost wiped off the 
map. 

Her chart is somewhat similar to 
China's in the sense that Japan, too, is 
building up her armed forces preparatory 
to the need of defending her country 
should an emergency arise. 

The royal prince and princesses are 
reaching an age when they may be think- 
ing of romance, especially the girls. The 
aspects point to.such a development in 
the royal household. 

While the recent elections in Japan 
were almost completely pro-American, 
nontheless Japan’s population is even 
now being undermined by imported 
Communist propaganda. Foreign mis- 
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sionaries, in both Japan and China, are 
in danger of imprisonment this month. 
Brazil 

Since the eclipse of August 20th, Gen- 
eral Dutra’s position in Brazil has been 
shaky. Now, the Scorpio lunation op- 
poses his Sun and squares his Jupiter. 
Mars is in the 10th house, indicating the 
threat of revolution against the present 
regime. It will take all of General Dutra’s 
ingenuity and diplomacy to curb the 
threatened uprisings. We also find the 
lunation Mars in opposition to his Can- 
cer birth planets, with the transiting 
Uranus in the same sign as his natal 
Moon. Since the Moon rules the Brazil- 
ian lunation’s 4th cusp, it appears evident 
that the common people will be in a 
rebellious mood and that it would take 
little provocation to incite them to revo- 
lution, rebellion, etc., against the status 

uo. 

With Verfus in the 9th house, Brazil 
would like to export her luxury manu- 
factures, but can find no ready markets. 
All through their coming summer months, 
American tourists will enrich their mer- 
chants with good American dollars. For- 
eign motion picture companies are in- 


vesting their money in Brazil, giving a/ 


great boost to their economy. 

The constitution chart of November 
15, 1889, has the Sun in Scorpio. The 
lunation falls on the Independence 
chart’s Sun, indicating the present trou- 
bles for government. Mars, the ruler of 
the Scorpio lunation, is heavily afflicted. 
Saturn and Neptune conjoined falls on 
the Uranus of the November 15, 1889 
chart, again indicating the attempted 
revolution against the government. 

It is approaching springtime down 
under, and there will be heavy rains and 
violent storms along the coasts. Venus 
in the 9th house indicates that they will 
probably try to negotiate a foreign loan 
through the Import-Export bank to build 
or to increase their p&wer and transpor- 
tation facilities. If they get the loan, it 
would appear they will use it to develop 
some large reclamation project that will 
supply electrical power for internal ex- 
pansion: Uranus in the 4th. 

We understand that Brazil is forced 
to import gas and oil at this time. This 
seems to be verified by the presence of 
Neptune in the 7th house. Her gold 
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reserve is being diminished by the forced 
buying of products that she lacks the 
“know-how” to manufacture, and from 
the successful competition of other South 
American countries which exceed her in 
this respect. 

Argentina 

The lunation for Argentina is less ex- 
plosive than it is for the other South 
American countries this month. It does 
show, however, that her contacts with 
the outside world are all of a commer- 
cial, rather than a diplomatic nature: 
Mercury in the 9th. There could be some 
change in her governmental policies, as 
far as the legislative is concerned, as well 
as differences of opinion between the mil- 
itary and the government, on military 
questions: Mars in the 11th, opposing 
Uranus. 

All countries ruled by Scorpio will be 
in the public eye this month. Scorpio 
rules Algeria, Morocco, North Syria, and 
the Transvaal. We will hear much about 
the establishment of military bases in 
Africa. We may also hear of racial and 
religious strife in these countries. With 
Mars, the ruler of the lunation, in Capri- 
corn, Capricorn countries will also share 
the news. These include Albania, Bul- 
garia, Mexico and the Punjab. They are 
all taking an aggressive interest in their 
own internal development, and seek to 
initiate progressive governmental and 
business procedures. 

‘ Mexico 

The New Moon falls right on the 
ascendant of Mexico’s Independence 
chart, and the aspects for the election 
definitely show a change of government: 
the ascendant and the lunation are prac- 
tically conjoined. We believe the election 
will be hotly contested and close. Saturn 
and Uranus are in the legislative house, 
showing that Mexican politics are riddled 
with intrigue. Some tension along the 
border provinces is likely. 

While the United States is importing 
considerable beef from Mexico at this 
time, due to the shutdown on beef from 
Canada because of the presence there of 
hoof-and-mouth disease, it just may be 
that the disease will break out again in 
Mexico, although quarantine is not lifted 
until all herds have been reported free 
from.it for a year. Mexican beef was

HE Libra parent is not so deeply 
involved with the problems of his earth- 
sign child, for Venus the ruler of the 
sign of Libra is ruler of the sign of 
Taurus.

sonal observation in recognizing their 
mental and emotional efforts as they try 
to express themselves through their slow 
and profound faculties.

GOING FISHING 


The records show that Last Quarter 
and New Moon periods are the best 
time for fishing. 

Weather permitting, the best days 
are Dec. 9th to 19th inclusive. 

The good days are Dec. 5th, 6th, 7th, 
Sth, 20th, 21st, 22nd and 23rd. 

The low average days are Dec. Ist, 
2nd, 3rd, 4th, and 24th to 31st. in- 
clusive. 

Only expert fishermen try their luck 
on the low average days. 











ROPS that produce their yield above 
athe soil and grow from seed with a 
root formation, such as beans, peas, corn, 
lettuce, etc. (this includes flowers grown 
for bloom), should be planted when.the 
Moon is New or in First Quarter. Crops 
that produce their yield in the soil and 
grow from a bulb formation, such as 
beet, carrot, radish, turnip, tulip and 
gladioli, should be planted when the Moon 
is Full or in Last Quarter. Plant in Last 
Quarter only when necessary, as it is not 
considered a good time to plant. 

Time given is Eastern Standard Time. 

Never plant when the soil is bone dry, 
too wet, or too cold. Seed must be able 
to germinate in the soil when lunar 
planted. 

Routine farm and garden work is all 
work around the farm (except the plant- 
ing of crops), and those tasks we list 
herewith. 

Seeding for Hay; Grain and Cereals: 
The fair dates are Dec. 17th, 18th, 26th 
and 27th. The best days are Dec. 21st and 
22nd, and up to 11:30 A.M. Dec. 23rd. 


A good time is Dec. 30th and up to noon 
Dec. 31st. 

Grass Seeding for Lawns: Use the 
above dates this month. 

Weaning Animals or Changing Their 
Feed: Do these tasks on Dec. 15th to 
23rd inclusive. The best two days are 
Dec. 17th and 18th. 

Pruning, Nipping Buds and Cutting 
Grass: Good for slow growth, Dec. 3rd, 
4th, 13th and 14th all day, also after noon 
of Dec. 30th and all day Dec. 31st. Fair 
for slow growth, after 9:55 A.M.. Dec. 
10th and Dec. 11th and 12th. Fair for 
fast growth, Dec. 17th, 18th, 26th and 
27tl. Good for fast growth, Dec. 21st and 
22nd and up to 11:30 A.M. Dec..23rd, 
Dec. 30th and up to noon Dec. 31st.

With this issue, Your Garden has been pub- 
lished for its fourteenth year in American 
Astrology. Changes and additions have been 
made after reading your letters to make the 
article more interesting for the readers. Over 
the Fence was recently added so as to give addi- 
tional information on better farm and garden 
practices. Your garden problem questions will 
be answered here or direct by letter by your 
author, so you will not be disappointed if your 
problem is one that requires a quick reply. 

At this time of the year, the northern farmer 
and gardener can use the cold winter nights in 
reading and research on how to grow better 
crops, to find the culture of various plants, and 
which insects and diseases attack the various 
plants he wishes to grow. He can study on fer- 
tilizers and how to use them, liming the soil, 
gaining knowledge of plants, ic., those that are 


the alkaline ones or those that do best in an 
acid soil. As to insects, one may ask how many 
species can we expect to find in any one state? 
Tabulations show one state to have 15,449 
species or different kinds of insects, with a 
tabulation of 3,615 different files. Multiply this 
by millions of offpsring every season and we 
get a sizable population of insects, and without 
control they could soon take over all plant life 
and man would be no more. Fish, frogs, reptiles 
and birds destroy many of these insects. Then 
we have insects that feed on insects. Insects 
destroy the growing plant, also the fruit it pro- 
duces, and after harvest time, they. work on the 
stored seed in the bin, warehouse or elevator 
where the seed is stored. Insects spread human 
and animal diseases, also carry bacteria and

fungi to your plants from weeds and infected 
plants. It is therefore necessary that we should 
know something about insects. 

Then we must learn about insecticides and 
fungicides to combat insects. All insects are not 
harmful—some are helpers to man. Honey bees 
are agents of pollination, also many native in- 
sects do the same job. There are many insects 
that feed on other insects, such as dragonflies, 
devil’s darning needles, or mosquito hawks. In 
the United States, we have about 300 species. 
They live in swampy places along rivers and 
lakes. They feed mostly on mosquitoes and other 
small insects which they scoop up and eat while 
on the wing. Another insect that you may know 
nothing about is the Trichogramma Minutum. 
The female stings a moth egg and places its 
own egg within it; this larva hatches and feeds 
on the moth egg, so we have one less moth. 

If you wish to know more about the thou- 
sands of insects in the U. S. A.—the friendly 
ones and the enemies of man—and how to con- 
trol and know them, I would suggest that you 
write to the Superintendent of Documents, 
United States Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C., and ask him about the 
book, Insects, The Year Book of Agriculture, 
1952, and how to obtain it.

under ban for six years. With Mars, 
however, on the hidden side of the sec- 
ond house, afflicted by Uranus, and by 
Saturn and Neptune from the 6th, the 
house of health, the disease could break 
out again.

excellent people, of impeccable character, 
who come a cropper under the influence 
of Lesuth because they think they are 
doing the right thing when as a matter of 
fact they are doing violence in their 
group relationships.
